Just before being placed under an 
anaesthetic to undergo an opera- 
tion, in the hope of saving his life, 
Shrader, realizing that death was 
near, made an ante mortem state- 
ment to Dr. Kelly, saying Neal was 
laboring under a great misappre- 
hension when he shot.

BOLOGNA'S TOWERS 



Tr.e Peculiar Leaning Structures in 
Italy That Are World Famous.

The sale the other day of the lean- 
ing Corlaenda tower at Bologna to Bar- 
on Raimondo Kranchettl. a well Known 
composer, calls to mind the fact, which 
may not be very well known, that Bo- 
logna has two of these leaning lowers. 
The leaning tower of Pisa is famouB 
he world oyer, but comparatively lit- 
tle is known of the Oarisenda tower 
and its companion the Asinelli tower, 
at Bologna. 

The latter derives its name from 
Gherardo degll Asinelli. by whom it 
is begun In 1109. It is 292\ feet high 
d its Inclination Is as much as three 
feet four inches from the center of 
gravity. It can easily be ascended, ami 
ne view of its surround- 
The near neighbor of Asinelli is 
the Oerisenda tower, built about the 
same time as the former, by the broth 
Fllippo and Oddo Oarisenda. It is 
only 130 feel high, btrt it leans eight 
feet from the perpendicular to the 
uith and three feet to the east. 
There are two theories as to the 
cause for the remarKable inclination of 
massive structures. One is that 
originally these towers were built per- 
pendicular and that some violent con- 
of nature had in the dim and 
distant past, of which no record was 
had thrown the towers out of 
plumb, but not enough to destroy them. 
The other view held Is that the towers 
constructed exactly as they are 
seen to-day. the architect aiming at 
:he (Kid and unique in their construc- 
lon.

RED BANANAS AGAIN. 

Have Lone; Been Scarce — F«t Fruit 
Steamers Help Trade. 

"Red bananas once more are 
plentiful in i lie New York market, 
mid nil' likely lo be so for Home 
lime,'" said si fruit commission 
merchant l»u New Vork Press re 
|K)rter. "1 ran remember the rime 
when I here were nunc red bananas 
Ihan yellow ones, 15 or -II yearn 
igO. Then lhe\ jrol h<;i !<<•. Six 
years ago only a lew hunches 
eame to New Vork for the Christ- 
mas trade, and they went to deal 
ers at 975 a bunch, the highest 
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us the first 
to come to this country. Then it 
! was found that the yellow fruit 
I was more easily raised, kept 
longer and clnng better to the 
stalk. This last factor was an im- 
| porta ut one, as a great loss comes 
i from bananas dropping from the 
bunch. .More yellows grow on a 
bunch. For these reasons I be red 
bananas practically disappeared 
I from the markets and only u few 
bunches were brought here. 

"The fast fruit steamers have 
been responsible for lowering the 
, price of bananas. When we had 
I to get our fruil from the sailing 
vessels we never knew whether 
we would have enoiign to supply 
the market, for the vessels would 
be delayed bj storms and mighl 
come in with spoiled Cargoes. To 
day these fruit steamers are as 
regular as passenger ships, and 
we know almost to a bunch how 
much the cargo will amount to."

direct descendants ofthe refugees 
from the Land of Evangeline. 
The men w ho own the lands hare 
tried in all sortsof wa.vs togef rid 
of these unim ited colonists, and 
on numerous occasion! have in 
ijmed the law to drive them away. 
Then followed evictions by the 
score, with scenes as pathetic and 
distress as hiiier as any ever wit 

nessed in Ireland, but the re dy 

has always heen Ineffective, for 
more '•squatters" came in to oc- 
cupy the lands, and not nil the law 
nor all the sheriffs in Maine an- po- 
tent enough to keep the mild man- 
nered but persistent Aeadians off 
the domains of the rich timber 
land ow ners.

THE CRANBERRY. 

Where They Grow and Some Peculiar- 
ities of the Fruit.

berries now bring a very high 
price. 

The cranberry is peculiar in its 

tastes and habits. On some soils 
it cannot be made to grow at all. 

while on others it is hardy and 
easily propagated, in such places 
vim s dropped upon the ground 

often take root ami grow. Its la 
vorite resorts are swamps ami 
morasses which contain rich de 

composed vegetable matter known 
as muck. During the wet season 
the swamps Hood, hut if they are 
suitable for cranberry growth 
they must dry during a portion of 
the SeflSOn, though they seldom 
dry to a depth of more than one 
half inch. Vines may appear to 
Hourish in a swamp which is wet 
the entire season, but if closely 
Obserred it will he seen that tin- 
roots are embedded in tin- moss 
growing above the water, the 
moss having the property of re- 
taining enough moisture to sup- 
port the vine. The soil best 
adapted is an equal mixture of 
coarse sand and much. In u few- 
years this will form a soil of rich 
black sand. If a plant is on weak 
laud it will run to vine.
